REPORT OF LAST 
MEETING OF 
TOWN COUNCIL 


A regular meeting of the town 
council was held in the towin office 
with Mayor Purcell] and Councillors 
Michael, Menard, Deshayes and W. 
Thompson present. 

A, letter was read from a property 
owner requesting that consideration 
be given to a reduction in the taxes 
fo 1937 and 1938 while the premises 
was not occupied, and also that 
consideration be given to the. can- 
cellation of certain penalties. The 
matter was reviewed at length and | 
was found that there was no author- 
ity whereby the counci] could -can- 
cel penalties, except under the tax 
consolidation act, and that there is 
no authority whatsoever whereby 
the council can cancel taxes legally 
levied. It was explained that sub- 
stantial discounts may be earned by 
entering into a consolidation agiee- 
ment. lt was decided to notifiy the 
pereon concerned that the only con- 
cession that the council is able to give 
is that offered under a consolidation 
agreement. 

Lots 6 and 7 in Block M is owned 
by the town and thie council have 
@n oportunity to rent same, The pub- 
lie works committee made an esti- 
mate of repairs and cost necesary to 
make the house habitable, Afte: 
hearing what it ‘would cost to do the 
job ordered the repairs made. A re- 
queat had been made by another oc- 
eupant of a house for repairs to the 
roof which was said to be in a leaky 
eondition. Some shingles had been 
went out for this work, and it wa: 
thought the tenant could attend tc 
the repairing. of same. 

Councillor Menard reported that 
six new seats had been made fo: 
the Community Hall at a cost of 
$7.50 each and needed to be stainec 
and varnished. F. (W. Jones haa 
offered to do these together ‘with 
the other seats in the hall, stain an. 
two coats of varnish for $1.00 each, 
the town to supply the material, Mr. 
Jones was authorized to do the work. 

An application had been received 
from Fred Dackiewich for relicif. A 
list of his earnings had been obtain- 
ed, and it was felt that these should 
earry him through till the first of 
December. It iwas also decided that 
application be left in abeyance for 
this month and that an investigation 
he made fully into his circumstances. 
A discussion then arose as to the 
eondition of the taxes on the property 
occupied by this man, These were 
considerably in arrears and the 
etatutory notice had been sent out 
to the tenant to pay the rente to the 
town. ‘The secretary was instructed 
to notify the owner to arrange pay- 
ment of these taxes. 

Considerable discussion took place 
pegerding the hours of work and 
duties of the town engineer who 
also acted as police constable, It was 
Ppinted out that while attending to 
police duies, if anything went wrong 
with, the pumps, and other equipment 
it was necessary. that he also would 
be required to make the necessary 
repairs, and that there were no reg- 
ular hours at the present time. After 
further discussion on the matter it 
rwas left in the hands of the committee 
to make the best arrangements 
possible. It was also pointed out that 
in connection with his police duties 
he should be provided with a firearm 
and other necessary equipment. A 
motion made by Councillor Michael 
and seconded by Councillor Thmp- 
an and carried that the fire, light and 
police committee be authorized to 
purchase the necessary equipment 
for the town constable, ‘The engin- 
eer was also instructed to have the 
bath house at the lake boarded up. 

Some discussion took place in ire- 
gard to lights along certain lanes in 
the town. It was though that a 
small light placed in the rear of 
the stores by the different merchants 
would be sufficient. The matter was 
left in abeyance for the time being.

Roughly over 85 per cent of the 
plant has been paid for. Of the re- 
maining 15 per cent a large portion 
is not yet yet due and on the balances 
owing mostly by groups in the drouth 
areas, payments are being made from 
time to time.

A few years ago a good deal was printed and heard in this country 
About the Danish co-operative movement and the system of rural education 
as practised in that little European country, the close tie which exists be- 
tween Danish rural education and co-operation and the profound effect 
which this combination has exerted upon the economic and. cultural life of} 
the people of Denmark and particularly of the residents of the agricultural 
areas, 

So much interest was evinced in the results of the tie-up between edu- 
cation and co-operation in Denmark that governmental authorities in this 
country a few years ago secured a great deal of data on the subject and} 
this information was widely disseminated throughout the prairie provinces. | 
In the course of a year or two farmers und others in this country became 
well posted on what has been and is being done in Denmark and the results| 
on the welfare of the people of that country. 

Generally speaking the information secured by the people of this coun- 
try was favorably received by the farming community of Western Canada 
and while it was generally recognized the Danish systems of rural educa- 
tion and co-operative marketing of agricultural products could not be 
adopted in this country in toto, there were many who felt that some of the 
features of both could be made adaptable here, not only to the economic 
benefit of the agriculturist but also to the promotion of a better cultural life. 

During the era of the great depression of the past eight or nine years 
the interest which had been aroused in this country in the two movements 
which have contributed so much to the material welfare and happiness of 
the Danish 1ural people appears to have dropped out of sight and that is) 
to be regretted for there is much of value therein of which advantage | 
might be taken in shaping the future course of the rural life of these 
prairies. 

Undoubtedly this loss of interest can properly be attributed to the 
struggle which the farmers have had to wage during the past few years for 
their very existence. Agriculturists have had to wage warfare against a} 
series of disasters of great magnitude, including drought, dust, rust and | 
grasshoppers, forcing them to give undivided attention to intimate threats) 


and problems and leaving them little opportunity or energy to prosecute | 


researches further afield. 
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Should Consider Possibilities 
With, it is to be hoped, a return to more nearly normal yields in 1939, 
the present might be an appropriate time to take stock of present day 
trends in Western Canadian agricultural industry in the hope of determin- 
ing the course which should be shaped to ensure future development along 
sound and profitable lines.

As pointed out in a recent article by A. Axelsen Drejer, Secretary to 
the Central Co-operative Committee of Denmark the co-operative movement 
occupies a prominent place in the world’s general knowledge of Denmark 
and, as he further pointed out, the enormous growth in the production and 
marketing section of the movement in that country “is directly connected 
with the reorganization of farm production in the last quarter of the nine- 
teenth century”, when conditions made it necessary for the farmers of Den- 
mark to turn their attention from cereal growing as the main basis of their 
industry to animal husbandry. 


There is plenty of evidence to demonstrate that the agricultural and 
folk schools played a very important part in enabling the Danish farmers} 
to face and successfully combat the debacle which threatened to overwhelm 
their industry and, what is of equal if not greater importance is the fact 
that these schools have made a tremendous contribution to the cultural 
welfare and happiness of the rural population of Denmark. 

During, the past thirty years about one-third of the agricultural youth | 
of Denmark have taken courses at the agricultural schools and the folk high 
schools, the latter affording opportunities for adult education particularly 
designed for rural people and including in a wide cultural and practical 
curriculum some courses in agriculture. 

When it is pointed out that there are approximately 60 of these folk 
high schools and some 22 agricultural schools catering to a rural population 
of about 1,400,000 it is not difficult to understand the profound influence

All Pioneers Not Hardy Race They 
Are Pictured 

There is a legend that the pioneers 
were a hale and hardy race, living 
to a good old age, and successfully 
raising families of a dozen or more. 
Apparently that wasn’t true, as 
shown by the deaths commemorated 
in a booklet covering the period of 
20 yeras from 1863 to 1883, The in- 
scriptions cover 15 pages and 75 
deaths. In two cases, the exact age 
is not mentioned, but the victims 
were little children. Apparently they 
were under 10. 

Of the 75 deaths listed, 52 died 
under the age of 30 years, or more 
than two-thirds of the total. Twelve 
of the others were over 60 years of 
age. Only 11 out of the 75 died. be- 
tween the ages of 30 and 60. It.ap- 
peared that those who lived to the 
age of 30 had a good chance . of 
reaching a fair age, though only five 


reached the “allotted span’ of 70 
years.
